Prediction Was Dynasty Would 
Endure 10,000 Times 10,- 
ooo Years. 


When Neg Poon Chew, editor of a Chi- 
nese newspaper in San francisco, arose 
to address the City Club Tuesday after- 
noon on “The Awakening of China,” 
members remarked his resemblance to 
Theodore Roosevelt. There were the

“China is now in the third revolution 
Oz its history,’’ said the speaker. “‘Dur- 
ing the second revolt, 277 years ago, the 
insurgents called in the assistance of 
the Prince of Manchuria, whose people 
were not Chinese at all He helped ex- 
fel the ruling dynasty, but when the 
people began to cast about for a new 
ruler, he refused to go home, although 
invited to do so. He sat down, made 
himself at home, and his descendants 
Stayed there 277 years. 

“He was the original stand-patter of 
China. He uad written in the histories 
than the Manchus would rule China for 
16,000 times 10,000 years. When 1912 is 
over, he will put in the annals that 
the Manchus have been plunged 10,000 
times 10,000 miles in the sea.” 

“The present revolution started 15 
years ago. Nearly all of the viceroys 
and governors were secretly pledged. 
By an accident the names of the con- 
Spirators were divulged to the Viceroy 
or Hangkow, who is a Manchu. So the 
result was precipitated. 

“The Chinese Republic can expect no 
sympathy from royalistic Europe or 
from Japan, with its imperial govern- 
ment. But it looks for support from 
the only country that has never grabbed 
ite land—the United States. The old- 
est and the youngest nations in the 
world will clasp hands and give an ex- 
ample to the rest of the world.”

was made to the Stanley Investigating 
Committee of the House today by Presi- 
dent J. J. continuing testi- 
mony begun yesterday. He declared it 
was not the purpose of the corporation 
‘“‘to gobble the export trade of the world 
at any cost.”’ 

“A monopoly of the iron and steel 
trade, in this country.” said Farrell, ‘is 
neither possible nor desirable. There is 
no monopoly or anything approaching it. 
Since the Steel Corporation was organ- 
ized there has been much new capital 
attracted to-the industry and many fur- 
have been built Which are not 
controlled by the Steel Corporation. 

“It is charged that the corporation 
is seeking to drive other countries 
out of the export market. That is 
far from the truth. The British steel 
industry must export 40 per cent of 
the product a year in order to live. 
Germany must export 50 per cent, 
and Belgium &0-per cent. The prod- 
uct of the United States is greater 
than England, Germany and Bel- 
Zzium combined and the domestic 
consumption is so much greater that 
export trade is not so vital. 

Trust Stimulated Exports, 

“It is true that before the Steel 
corporation was formed the. steel 
exports of the United States amount- 
ed to about 200,000 tons a year. Last 
vear the exports of the United States 
Steel corporation were about 2,000,- 
000 tons, valued at $69,000,000, as 
against Germany's 5,900,000 tons. 

“It is not the aim of the Steel cor- 
poration to grab the export trade of 
the world. We are conducting our 
export business on a safe and sane 
basis without any jealousy toward 
other nations, to whom export trade 
is of such vital importance,” 

The publication of the Bureau. of Cor- 
poration’s report on the cost of produc- 
tion of sted} products will not change 
the committee's determination to see the 
original cost sheets of the United States 
Steel Corporation. Chairman Stanley 
made this announcement today when

“China is now in the third revolution 
oz its history,’’ said the speaker. ‘“‘Dur- 
Ing the second revolt, 277 years ago, the 
insurgents called fn the assistance of 
the Prince of Manchuria, whose people 
were not Chinese at all. He helped ex- 
fel the ruling dynasty, but when the 
people began to cast about for a new 
ruler, he refused to go home, although 
invited to do so. He sat down, made 
himself at home, and his descendants 
Stayed there 277 years. 

“He was the original stand-patter of 
China. He uad written in the histories 
than the Manchus would rule China for 
16,000 times 10,000 years. When 1912 is 
Over, he will put in the annals that 
the Manchus have been plunged 10,000 
times 10,000 miles in the sea.” 

“The present revolution started 15 
years ago. Nearly all of the viceroys 
and governors were secretly pledged. 
By an accident the names of the con- 
spirators were divulged to the Viceroy 
or Hangkow, who is a Manchu. So the 
result was precipitated. 

“The Chinese Republic can expect no 
Sympathy from rovyalistic Europe or 
from Japan, with its imperial govern- 
ment. But it looks for support from 
the only country that has never grabbed 
its land—the United States. The old- 
est and the youngest nations in the 
world will clasp hands and give an ex- 
ample to the rest of the world.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Emphatic de- 
nial that the United States Steel Cor- 


is a ‘‘monopoly as charged’’ 


Was made to the Stanley Investigating 
Committee of the House today by Presi- 
dent J. J. Farrell in continuing testi- 
mony begun yesterday. He declared it 
was not the purpose of the corporation 


‘“‘to gobble the export trade of the world 
at any cost.’”’ 

“A monopoly of the iron and steel 
trade, in this country.” said Farrell, ‘is 
neither possible nor desirable. There is 
no monopoly or anything approaching it. 
Since the Steel Corporation was organ- 
ized there has been much new capital 
attracted to the industry and many fur- 
have been built Which are not 
controlled by the Steet Corporation. 

“It is charged that the corporation 
is seeking to drive other countries 
out of the export market. That is 
far from the truth. The British steel 
industry must export 40 per cent of 
the product a year in order to live. 
Germany must export 50 per cent, 
and Belgium 8&0 per cent. The prod- 
uct of the United States is greater 
than England, Germany and Bel- 
zium and the domestic

combined 
consumption is so much greater that 
export trade is not so vital. 

Trust Stimulated Exports, 

“It is true that before the Steel 
corporation was formed the. steel 
exports of the United States amount- 
ed to about 200,000 tons a year. Last 
year the exports of the United States 
Steel corporation were about 2,000,- 
000 tons, valued at $69,000,000, as 
against Germany's. 5,900,000 tons. 

“It is not the aim of the Steel cor- 
poration to grab the export trade of 
the world. We are conducting our 
export business on a safe and sane 
basis without any jealousy toward 
other nations, to whoOm export trade 
is of such vital importance,” 

The publication of the Bureau of Cor- 
foration’s report on the cost of produc- 
tion of steeé?’ produéts will not change 
the committee’s determination to see the 
original cost sheets of the United States 
Steel Corporation. Chairman Stanley

WALL STREET ENJOYS JOKE 


Wonders What Figure Would Be 
if Wickersham Had Brought 
Criminal Prosecution. 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—The Standard 


and gasoine a peg higher. 
a Co. 
460 aS a competitor of the Standard, 
Promptly hoisted its prices of gasoline 
and petroleum so that they would 
equal those of the Standard. 


The rise hit not only the poor man 
who burns a kerosene lamp, but the 
rich one who owns an automobile. So 
wall street, shaking its sides with 
laughter, was asking the interesting 
question: 
‘What's the difference betneen monop- 
oly and competition?” 
They were recalling in Wall street 
that the all-powerful United States Su- 
preme Court decreed that the Standard 
vil Co. was, in effect, a monopoly, and 
dissolved it into its 84 constituent cor- 
porations. 

Monopoly? Not at All. 
Do these 34 competitors form a monop- 
oly? Not at all, they are competing. 
So up goes the price of petroleum and 
gasoline, a most extraordinary effect 
of competition, as any social scientist 
or economist will tell vou. 
In a word, the Standard Oil Co, is 
apparently just as much in control of 
the supply and price of oil as it was 
before Attorney-General Wickersham 
got his famous decision from the Su- 
preme Court ordering the complete dis- 
integration of the giant corporation. 
In the old days the Standard Oil Co. 
announced its price changes as a sin- 
gle corporation. Now the Standard Oil 
Co. of New York announces an ad- 
vance, and the 33 subsidiary companies 
follow suit. Then the independents, 
headed by the Texas Oil Co., do the 
same. Shattered into 34 pieces by the 
Supreme Court lig..tning, the Standard 
still maintains its headquarters at 2 
roadway; seemingly questions of the 
policy of all its component companies 
are settled there. 
When the Standard Oil Co. was. or- 
dered to dissolve last spring refined oil 
was 714 cents a gallon by the barrel. It 
was 73% cents a gallon last December 
when the Standard announced that it 
bowed to the Supreme Court’s mandate 
and made public its plan of dissolution. 

More Advances Expected. 

Up went the price yesterday to 7% 
cents a gallon wholesale and it is ex- 
pected there will be a further advance 
next month. So Wall § street, highly 
amused, was asking, too: 
‘What would be the price of ofl today 
if Mr. Wickersham had proceeded crim- 
jnally against the Standard crowd?” 
The Standard Oil Co. sold gasoline for 
1’ cents a gallon last summer. Now 
the Standard’s price for gasoline is 11 
cents a gallon. And yesterday the Tex- 
as Oil Co. raised its price to ll cents a 
gallon. 
“Supply and demand, supply and de- 
mand,” explain the sales managers of 
the Standard and its subsidiaries and of 
the Texas company.

THE LOGIC OF A CANDIDACY. 

If Mr. Roosevelt is the “logical” candidate in 
1912, which wing of the Republican party will 
write his platform for him? 

Will it be the insurgents? Their remarkable 
movement in current politics had its rise and 
derived its name from an evil parliamentary sys- 
tem in Congress, rather than from issues origi- 
nating first among the people or on the stump. 
It was a well-defined movement during Mr. 
Roosevelt’s second term. Opposition to ring rule 
in the House received no aid or even encourage- 
ment from the “logical” candidate in 1912. 

Insurgency became a force on the meeting of 
Congress immediately after Mr. Taft went in. 
The flame grew into a conflagration with Mr. 
Taft’s defense of the Aldrich tariff work. 
So closely has the central insurgent idea since 
been associated with protest against tariffs that 
the start of the movement has almost been lost 
sight of. Demands for relief from the exactions 
of the mother of the trusts were vociferous dur- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt’s first term and swelled into 
clamor during his second. The logical candidate 
in 1912 has himself confessed his indifference to 
the issue. The resources of both his former ad- 
ministrations were used to hold tariff reform 
sentiment in check, which Cannon rule in the 
House made easy. 

The tariff’s influence in fostering Big Busi- 
less monopolies and Big Business control of 
politics is the basis of the insurgents’ special 
hostility to protection. They demand the ex- 
tinction of monopoly and party corruption. Some 
of the most gigantic campaign contributions 
known in the history of political corruption as- 
sisted Mr. Roosevelt in winning his victories. 
His license of the Tennessee Coal and Iron deal 
on account of the friendliness of the Morgans was 
the culmination of his alliance with Big Business. 

He favors the Socialistic price-fixing scheme for 
perpetuating monopoly and taking the Govern- 
ment into partnership with it. 

If insurgency with which, as we know it, the 
“logical” 1912 candidate has not a single idea in 
common, confesses its inability to write his plat- 
form for him, will it be written by standpatism, 
which despised him and offered him affront durin 
the last months of his second term? ?

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MAKE IT A CAMPAIGN. 
The “Napoleon of Charity,’ as Archbishop 
Glennon designated Benjamin Altheimer, who 
organized the voluntary emergency relief move- 
ment, proved conclusively the willingness of St. 
Louisans to follow good leadership in meeting 
the problems of the community. But a victorious 
battle against the pressing evil of destitution 
among the unemployed should be the beginning 
of a systematic campaign. 
“Bundle Day” is now a St. Louis institution, 
but it should be supplemented with an organized 
effort to meet all emergencies in the future. 
St. Louis needs a municipal shelter which will 
serve as a clearing house for the unemployed, 
the destitute and the vagrant. Provision should 
be made to take care of all the homeless and un- 
employed men and women in an emergency and 





dispose of them according to their needs and 
deserts. They should be given temporary shelter, 


baths and food. Those who are willing to work 
should be given employment; those who are sick 
should be sent to the hospital, and those who 
are able, but unwilliag to work should be sent 
to the workhouse for reformatory discipline. 
The organization and operation of an efficient 
system of providing for emergency relief would 
be of great value to the beneficiaries and to the 
city. It would offer a salvage station for the 
unfortunate and a means of protection for the 
public from professional beggars, frauds and 
criminals. Intelligent work now in co-operation 
with the city authorities would establish a per- 
manent relief system.

A REMARKABLE ENGINEERING FEAT. 
The opening yesterday of through-rail com- 
munication to Key West from New York marks 
the completion of an engineering undertaking 
different from anything else in the histo:y of 
railroading.

Parochial Schools Teach Americanism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

An editorial writer charges the Catholic pa- 
rochial schools with contributing nothing to the 
assimilation of the foreign element, and with dis- 
couraging the growth of the American spirit by 
the use of the mother tongue of foreign pupils 
in teaching. 

Now, what are the facts about the attitude of 
the church, and particularly the Catholic church, 
towards this question of educating our popula- 
tion of foreign extraction and its work in that 
respect? Is it true that it retards, opposes or {8 
passive to the assimilation of that “crude mate- 
rial,” as the writer of the editorial endeavors to 
convince us? 

The policy of the Catholie church is, in short, 
that of adaptation, It is true it organizes its con- 
gregations on a nationalistic basis. It does so of 
necessity, in order to give all its faithful the 
spiritual attention which is their birthright, and 
which can properly be administered only in their 
native tongues. 

In schools it follows. the same policy, wisely 
using the mother tongue of the pupils to reach 
their hearts and souls. But by no means do Cath- 
olic schools ignore the fact that the child igs to 
be prepared for life in a country and community 
in which English is the prevailing medium of so- 
cial and commercial intercourse and principles of 
self-government, the basis of our political struc- 
ture. It would be highly fruitful in advancing 
the mental status of the writer of the editorial to 
visit some of the Catholic parochial schools at- 
tended by children of foreign parentage, He 
would learn that in no instance is less than one- 
half of the subjects taught in the English lan- 
guage, and very frequently the mother tongue of
